inasmuch as by such means this Act might be evaded, or the execu- 
tion thereof rendered difficult or imperfect; BE it therefore Enabled 
That the Price or Prices to be paid for ail Meal and Flour made of 
Wheat, which shall henceforward be sold or delivered within any such 
'City or Town Corporate, shall be agreed on and absolutely fixed at the ^ 
time of the sale thereof respectively, and before the delivery thereof
